The original license to 
dig does not include ihe right to sell the 
claim. It only give* the occupier id the 
soil a right lo dig on the claim so long us 
his license i. running, and il don appear 
to tin a monstrous derelietiua of duly on 
llie part of the Com nils .ion era t list they 
do not put a slop to this illegal tntme in 
vlaims. Il may he «aid that they du all 
in their power lo prevent it ; in answ.-i 
to which wo will merely add. that 
if (Ley were lo follow out their 
instructions lu ibe lellt-r, nnd en- 
ter in a book the descriptions 
of I ho localities allotted with I he names 
of the parties, they would then be en- 
abled to renew the licenao lo the same 
party, or failing bis application, they 
would be empowered to gmnt a lie rise 
tu a newly arrived digger waiting for a 
rlaim, ll i« only by it ligid adherence 
to these instructions that ju.tice eun be 
thine between ibe fJuvernmenl and the 
miner, and the instance* of " peppering" 
i liiims now so common for the purposes 
of sulo would be discontinued, and the 
unwary r.ii longer entrapped.
